If you arc not satisfied with this response, you may appeal in writing within sixty days of your 
receipt of this letter to the Co-Director, Office of Information and Privacy. Your letter and envelope 
should he marked "FREEDOM OF IKFORIVIATION APPEAL" and addressed to:
